BRITISH SHIP 


Arrives at New York After an Event- 


ful Voyage—Cargo on Fire and 


Crew 3ick. 


New York, Jan. 9. — The British 


steamer Zambesi, from Savannah for 
Bremen with a cargo of cotton and 
phosphate, put into this port after a 
most eventful voyage, with her cargo 
of cotton on fire and several of her 
crew sick. 
Captain Rooney of the 


Zambesi reports that he sailed from 
Savannah on New Year's day. Tho 
vessel experienced very severe weath- 
er.

Gens. Smirnoff and Gosk Prisoners of 


War—They Decline to Accept

Tokyo, Jan. 9.—Generals Fock and 


Smirnoff have decided to go to Japan 
as prisoners of war. General Smirnoff 
was in command of the forts at Port 
Arthur and General Fock commanded 
the Fourth division of the army there. 
General Fock says he will drill his 
men in Japan. Fifty per cent of the 
Russian officers will go to Japan and 
share with their men the fate of pris- 
oners of war.

STEP IS TAKEN BY OFFICIALS 


GOY. Hurrick to Approve Coniracls for 


Increased Rental fur Use 


of Water. 


Columbus, 0., Jan. 9.—Governor 


Herrick will approve the contracts for 
increased rentals for use of water by 
manufacturers 
on the northern di- 


vision of the Ohio canal. This is held 
to be a step toward the creation of a 
deep water link 
between Lake Erie 


and tho Otio river. 


The board of public works, in ses- 


sion here, will hear the report of Chief 
Engineer Charles Perkins. It is be- 
lieved that the final details of the 
project to raise rentals to ?30.000.000 
annually have be«jn completed. Colonel 
Perkins is expected to report complete 
plans for the improvement. This will 
enable the board to let contracts for 
the work at once. The contracts must 
be let before Feb. 15, otherwise on 
that date the first appropriation of 
$75,000 would iapse back into the state 
treasury. 
For the current year there 


is also available the second appropria- 
tion of ?12.j/iOO. These amounts will 
not be sufficient to provide a seven- 
foot canal fupm Cleveland to Drosden, 
where the Mushingum river is to be 
tapped, but it will carry the improve- 
ment so far that ih^ legislature will 
not think of abandoning it, but will 
care for it until finished. Inland navi- 
gation from Ual.c Erie to New Orleans 
via Cleveland and Marietta is in sight.

This o.vjluslve «$.« of thy 
Instrumf-nts employed is almost a couiibil 
of perlection anil is rarely attainable, 
but much less will serve to minimize the 
risk. In the first plate It is essential that 
the hands, at least, of the hairdresser 
should be free from disease. 
Between 


every 
two 
fiistomcrs 
the hairdresser 


should v.asli his hands and thus lemove 
much of the risk of carrying infection. 


Fresh towels for each patron, and the 


careful disinfection between customers 
of razors and other paraphernalia are 
equally important -with cleanliness in 
the person and garments of the barber 
himself. The head during the operation 
of shaving may be rested upon a clean 
piece of paper if the cost of towels is 
objected to. Brushes are, as the Lan- 
cet confesses, difficult to disinfect, but 
they may be made comparatively in- 
nocuous by ordinary -washing in soap 
and water, while the use of formalin 
should effectually destroy the hardiest 
germ. 
Razors may 
be thoroughly 


cleansed by boiling. 
The contention 


that this process injures the edge is 
denied by so high an authority as the 
hygienic council of tbe Seine. Combs, 
which should be of metal, and scissors 
mav be easily disinfected in boiling 
Trater. In conclusion the Lancet says: 


The use of a stick of alum should be 


prohibited, for it certainly becomes stain- 
ed -with blood and may easily spread dis- 
ease Powder puffs should be replaced by 
pieces of cotton wool, which can be burn- 
ed after use 
Lastly we put a most im- 
portant regulation—no one suffering from 
any obvious disease of the scalp or face 
should be served in a public hairdresser's 
shop.

The calm manner iu which
